3. Claims 1-12, 21-27, 30, 34-35 37-39 have been cancelled. 

4. Claims 13, 40, 48 and 55 have been amended. 

5. Claims 13-20, 28-29, 31-33, 36, and 40-55, now re-numbered as claims 1-29 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments file 5/22/2006 have been fully considered and they are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject matter 

7. Claims 13-20, 28-29, 31-33, 36, 40-55 are allowed over prior art of record. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
claimed subject matter. 

None of the prior art of record, either taken by itself or in any combination, would have 
anticipated or made obvious the invention of the present application at or before the time it was 
filed. The subject matter regarded as allowable by the examiner is foxmd in independent claims 
13, 40,48 and 55, where the encrypted data is transferred firom the data server to the computer. 
The computer generates the partially decrypted data imit in a first decryption unit of the 
computer and a second decryption unit of the target device to fiirther decrypt the partially 
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decrypted data unit based on the information used in the step of generating the partially 
decrypted data unit as recited in independent claims 13, 40,48 and 55. 

Dependent claims 14-20, 28-29, 31-33, 41-47, 49-54 depend upon one of the above- 
mentioned allowed claims and are therefore allowed by virtue of their dependencies.
